On August 17, 18, 1950, one TyLCOZBUERZ SANKO was interviewed by 
an agent of T-1, at whichi timo SANKO advised that ho did not know tho 
subject personally, but that ho had hoard during the Gorman occupation of 
Poland that subject was mayor of tho District of Klock and that while in 
this position, subject had persecuted the Polish populace. . SANKO had also 
hoard that subject was responsible for the arrest of thirty (30) Poles, 
including several priests',' who wore subsequently shot in the vicinity of 
.Gajki, Poland. SANKO hadialso hoard that subject was an inspector of 
Polish schools in 'tho French zone and was living under the name JJAJ, but 
that subject had fled to the American Zone and assumed his true identity 
after he was recognized by .Poles in the French Zone. According to SANKO, 
subject is bettor known by JAN AiJDZIEJ, who is currently under investi- 
gation by ano'thor section of T-1, and fnu POPOTiICZ, who is now in tho 
United S-tates. Prior to thb war and during the Soviet and German 
occupations of Poland, POPOiilCZ worked as an official of the bank of Kleck, 
POPGTIICZ cane to Germany in 1944' and "was in the camps Victoria and Wald lust 
in LAUF, whero ho was polico chief.

JASIUK stated he was born August 19, 1906, at Zuchaowicza, 
BaranoT/icz, Poland.- Ho stated that Zuchaovaeza, Baianowicz is a small 
farming community located- 'approximately tivelvc miles from Baranowicz. He 
related that his family and 'their families before them had been residents 
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of Baranowicz for many years engaging in farming* He related that he grew 
up in Baranowicz attending public schools in that communityi He attended 
agricultural colleges at Liege, Belgium, from 1928 to 1932 and the Viina 
University, Viina, Poland, from 1932 to 1933i At those institutions ho 
stpdied agriculture. , 

Between 1933 and 1939, JASIUK was engaged in farming with his 
father in Baranowicz. 

In September, 1939> the war in Europe commenced and he fled to 
■7/arsaw, Poland in November, 1939, remaining in that city until December, 
1940. From November, 1939 to December, 1940, he was employed in Tiarsaw 
as a restaurant employee. 

In December, 1940, JASIUK was placed in slave labor by the NAZIS 
and sent to a slave labor concentration camp at Kustrin, Germany, which was 
located • approximately saventy miles 'vfest of Berlin. JASIUK remained at: 
Kustrin until approximately the early summer of 1941, whore he perforaed 
•menial labor in tlio construction of trenches which were being constructed 
by -the Nazis for the protection of Berlin.' 

In the oarly summer of 1941, JASIUK was sent by -the Nazis to a 
community at V/aldsoo,’ Tftirtenberg, Germany, which was located near the 
Belgiiim Border. At 'Jaldsoa he was employed as a farm hand urrier slave 
labor on the fam.of a civilian known as NICHOLAS IlAYER. He related that 
he and four other displaced persons wore employed as farm hands. He 
stated that he remained in this capacity until' May, 1945, v/hen the French 
Anty overran the community at T/aldsee and ho was subsequently liberated 
by the French Army. He related that from May, 1945 to June, 1946, ho . 
romained at "iTaldsee assisting the French Government in the distribution of 
food to Polish displaced parsons who wore located in the vicinity of 
ViTaldsoe. 

Ho, related that having a strong desire to enter the United StartEs and 
subse'quontly to become a citizen of "this country, ho ob-bained a pass from' • 
the French Government which permitted him to enter the American Occupation 
Zone where he arrived in Munich, Germany, in June, 1946. He romained at 
Munich until February, 1947^ while in that city ho resided at 7 
Stu'chstrass. From June, I946 to June, 1949, he related he was employed 
as an intarvicfwor by the Displaced Persons Commission at Munich and 
Stuttgart, Germany, under tlie supervision of Hr. C. B. COLLIER, also 
known as BILL .C0LLI5SI, of the State Department, and Captain GEORGE 
7/AGSRNAAR, U. S. Army, Counter IntelligoncG Corps, Stuttgart, Germany..

Ho related that ho entered the United States as a displaced 
person on Juno 8, 1949> at New York City* Ho stated that ho arrived 
aboard tiiG U.S, Army Transport Qoneral Mo Croa.

JASIUK advised that in 1942 Tyhon the Germans controlled the 
city of Minsk, tho Tihite Russians, who have always violently opposed the 
Russian regime, were allowed by the Germans to form their own independent 
state. At this time, according to JASIUK, ihe IJhlte Russians elected 
their own President, Congress and Senate and commenced to operate 
independently but with Gorman poimssion. The President of this 
independent state was .R/iDISL\IT OSTRO^TSKI. 

In 1944^ according to the informant, when, the Russians took over 
Minsk, this Government moved to Berlin, and v/hon the Russians approached.- 
/ Berlin near tho end of the war, 0STR07BKI went to tho town of Hanover/ whore 
English troops were located. This short period of existence was, accpixlihg 
to JASIUK, the first time since the 16th century that such a country known 
as V/hito Russia existed. * 




JASIUK advised that the Belorussian Central Administration in 
the. United States has boon created in an effort to keep alive tho'desires 
of the ’■.‘Jhito, Russians that some day in tho future, there will again bo an 
independent state of ".vhito Russia in Europe. JASIUK advised that his 
duties as chaiiman of tliis organization are to seo that Tihi-be Russian 
displaced persons who arrive in this country aro aided and helped, and that 
$1.00 is collected each month from each "i^Mte Russian displaced person to 
place into a fund for this purpose. This fund is also used to help "!’ihite‘ 
Russians in tho event of sickness and to aid thom ln the event they aro' 
laid off or lose their jobs. 
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In addition to this, , the informant stated that the Belorussian 
newspaper published in Now York City is sent to them. JASIUK advised that 
this organization does not racoivo funds of any kind from any Government 
in Siiropo and that no contact is had with any V/hito Russians tiiat aro now 
residing within provinces under Russian domination. Ho said tiiat tho 
Belorussian newspaper is sent to other Vihite Russians in othor parts of 
tho world, such as JSngland and Australia, ana that the Belorussian Central 
Administration in the Unitod States does receive small contributions from 
these people, which merely pay for forwarding them tho Belorussian 
• newspaper, ' 

Ihe infonnant advised that a charter of this organization I 9 
filed in the State of New York and that tho present president of the 
organization is Br. NICKOL SCOZS of New York City, who has boon in the 
United States for approxUnatoly 15 months. 

•JASIUK further advised that ho himself had spoken at the 
Ukrainian American Congress which was hold in T/'ashingten, J.C. , at the end. 
of 1949 , at which "affair tho 7ice-President of tho United States also spoke. 
Hr. JASIUK exhibited 'to the interviewing agents a fo^rmal decree dated , 
December 28, 1949, which read as follows: 

. . ’’Mr. affldANUSL JASIUK is appointed by the Byelorussian Contrai 

Council as Qiaiiman of the delegation to represent •tho Byolorusslah people 
and ■Uie Government of ■the Byelorussian Doraocratic Republic in tho Unitod 
Sta-tes of America. " ' ! , 

Ihis docroo was signed by R. OSTRCT/SKI, President of the 
Byelorussian Central Council and bore, according to JASIUK, the official

JASIUK further sta-ted 'that in November, 1949, -the . Byelorussian ■ 
Csn'ta'al Administration of the United States forwarded President TRUMAN and 
General EISE3W0’V3R a memorandum offering -this country any aid that the .

Subject advisod that tho information he originally furnished to 
the. agents of this office Tdth respect' to his activities'durlng the years 
1939 to 1944 vas false* He also stated the information concerning the • 
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years 1939-1944, as set dovfn by 1±ia screening officers, tos also false, 

JASIUK gave the following reasons for furnishing false information to 
both agents of this office and Confidential Informant T-1 with respect 
to his personal activities from 1939 to 1944* 

As to the information furnished by JASIUK at the time of his 
screening in 1949, he stated that in 1945 vAiile in the French Zone, he 
filled out papers as a displaced person and gave the French av|th 9 ritioa 
the information which is set forth in the report of Confidential 
Informant T-1. JASIUK stated that this information concerning' himself 
was false in that he lied about the years 1939 to 1944^ inasmuch as he 
was once mayor of Stolpce when the Germans occupied that area. He 
stated that he lied with respect to his activities during these years 
because the French were returning many displaced persons to Poland, and 
he was afraid ihat they 77ould do the same to him if he revealed that he 
was once mayor of Stolpce. 

He stated that if returned to Poland by the French, he would 
surely have suffered ham and perhaps even death, for the Russians were 
then in control of the area of Stolpce. 

He stated that at his screening, these papers containing the . 
false information which he gave to the French in 1945 were before the 
screening board,- and Mr. COLLIER and Mr. WAGENAAR, rather than put down 
the true story of his activities, which according -bo JASIUK they were , 
aware of, went along with the information as set forth in his application 
to the_ French' as being true and correct. According to JASIUK, COLUER 
and WAGENAAR, althou^ they knew JASIUK 's story as told to French 
authorities to be false, accepted it as true at this time inasmuch as 
these were the facts as told by JASIUK to the Displaced Parsons Commissioners, 

As to his giving false information ivith respect to his own 
activities to agents of this Office, JASIUK advised that he was extremely . 
nervous and confused at being in the Newark Office of the FBI and that 
he .did not fully comprehend the reason for being questioned as to his own 
personal activities. He stated that he was very regretful at having told 
a false story at first to this Bureau, and that he wanted his true and’ 
complete stoiy made known. He advised that he fully intended to give the 
true story of his activities to' iiie FBI at a later date. ^ 

, JASIUK stated the following is the true and complete story of ' ' 
his activities from the time war commenced in 1939* 
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He stated that from 1939 to approximately November, 1941, he j 

•vvas in Warsaw working with the 'White Ruthenian Administration and that 
this fact can be verified by Dr, NICKOI SCOZS, President of the White 
Russian American Congress Committee in New York City. j

In approximately February, 1942, Professor RADISLAW OSTROWSKI, 

President of the Byelorussian Central Council, went to Minsk where he \ -u-v-il 
was allowed by the Germans to set up an independent White Russian 
Government with its own police and schools. JASIUK at this time also ^ J. 1 

wont to Minsk and was appointed mayor of Stolpce by OSTROWSKI following j 

the election of OSTROWSKI as President of Byelorussia by approximato'ly j 

1800 White Russian* delegates. JASIUK stated that he remained mayor of ; 

Stolpce for about two months and was then raised to the position of j 

head of the District of Stolpce, which district was made up of many ;

JASIUK reraainjed head of the District of Stolpce until 
approximately June, 1944» at which time he returned -to Warsaw when the 
Russians were approaching Stolpce. While in Warsaw he resided at 19 
Bracha Street for a little less than a month, after which he was picked 
up by the Germans and sent to Waldsee, where he worked as a gardener on

■ JASIUK advised that upon learning that he was to be put to . 
work, by the Germans after being picked up by them, he requested that he 
be allowed to work on a farm as he* knew agriculture and farming. He 
. .stated ,that the Germans agreed to this arxi. sent him to Waldsee. At the 
conclusion of hostilities in 1945, JASIUK remained in 'Waldsee and worked 
■for the Polish Central Committee, 




• . From 'Waldsee he want to Ravensburg in the French zone for the 
■Polish Central Coramit'tee and remained in Ravensburg until June, 1946, at 
which time he went to Munich' in the Amejripan zona. JASIUK stated that he ■ 
went to the American zone, as he desired to go to America and knew -that 
only those displaced persons in the-^erican zone could get ■to America.

JASIUK, when interrogated as to whe-ther he ever used the alias 
“MAJ" while in the French zone, stated "that ha was frequently called MAJ, 
as this is a derivation of the word MANUEL. ' 'He also s-tated that his 
mo-^er used to call him "MAJM as a nickname when he was a young boy and 
that people even now in Passaic, New Jersey, refer to him as '*1MJ" on 
various occasions.

Vfl.th rospoot to ever having been an inspector of Polish schools, 
JASIUK advised that while in Ravensburg in the French zone, he received 
permission from French authorities to establish a Polish Collet, which 
was called Mickiewiez College, According to JASIUK, this sch«^ was 
started in approximately July, 1945, and he gave instruction at this 
institute in chemistry and botany. Ihe informant stated that a 
professor BORIS KIT, who is presently somewhere in California, also 
taught at this college and that the above information vdth respect to 
the college and the fact that ho taught there could be verified by 
GEORGE SOBOIEWSKI, mentioned previously, and ALEXAIJDER RUSSAK, who is • 
presently residing in Garfield', Nev/ Jersey. JASIUK advised that this 
college closed approximately a year after its inception because of lack- 
of both, students and teachers. 

■yfi-th respect to the allegation that JASIUK collaborated -with 
•the Germans while mayor of Stolpee, he, JASIUK, emphatically denied ever • 
having reported anyone to the Germans, 'He advised that he was appointed 
by OSTROSISKI and that the Germans allowed the ‘'^ftiite Russians to 
independently operate their own Government, without' interference. He 
further advised Idiat the independent ''flhito Russian Government had its 
own police and schools and -that the Germans had their own security police 
for the area. • ' 




JASIUK stated that his only contact -with -the Germans was when 
they requested that a certain amount of food stuffs be procured by a 
certain date for .the troops in the area and that it was his duty as head 
of -the independent Government to contact the mayors under him and give 
them the quota for their town to fulfill. He advised that after procuring 
the desired amount of food stuffs, the Germans would pay them money for 
the food stuffs. JASIUK repeatedly denied ever, collaborating with the 
Germans other. than to' procure- food. However, ho stated that at that 
time anyone would have worked ■wi'bh the Germans to aid in the defeat of 
^•fche Russian .Communists. JASIUK ad'vd&cd that h-a would have reported 
Communists to. -the Germans if "there were any in the area but to his 
knowledge there were no Communists in the area. 

Ha s'lated that everyone "worked together in "the District of 
.Stolpee and that they were helpless to oppose -the Germans for arms and 
necessary equipment were lacking. JASIUK ad"vrisod that "bha area was. 
populated chiefly by Yilhite Russians "anc3 "that "there was no underground 
ac-bivity or opposition to the Germans of any degree at all in "liie area. 
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Hg advised that the German 33 iroops stationed in the area 
had complete Jurisdiction, over any anti-German activity in the area*- 
JASIUK stated that people in tho area of Stolpce during thoso years 
T/ere helpless and acedptod whatever fate cama their way. 

• JASiUK* further advised that in the whole area of Stolpce there 
were 19 representatives of. various religious groups and that to the best 
of his recollection there were 17 Greek Orthodox priests, 2 Roman 
Catholic priests, and 1 Tartar- (!I\irkish minister). According to JASIUK, 
only one of these religious representatives was shot during the time he 
was in- tho area and this roprosentative was his wife’s father, who was a 
Greek Orthodox ndnisten He stated that his wife’s father was shot by 
Russian- Protestants who roamed the hills and came from across the border.’ 

During this interview, JASIUK also denied that his wife -was a • 
school teachor in tho tom ’of IAN during tho Nazi regimo^ He sta-ted,’ 
however, that his wife, prior to their marriage, was a teacher in 
Rubiezowicz but that she never worked after becoming married# 

He stated that his wife’s sister, ALEXANDRA DUTRO, was a school^ 
..teacher in Lan during the Nazi regime and that any reference that his 
wife taught in the town of Lan during those years probably refers -to his 
wife’s sister. - 

.‘With reference to the allegation that he -was a. Polish Officer in 
•the Army, JASIUK emphatically denied that he had ever served at any time 
in -the Polish military service.. He stated that at the outbreak of the 
war ho was 33 years old and a student and that he was deferred because 
of this from military service*. 

He stated, however, that in approximately November, 1945, while, 
with .the Polish Central Committee, he made a trip - from Ravensburg to 
Paris .with a Captain KIICHAEL BALANDOiVICZ of tlie Polish Army in order to 
act as a translator for the Captain. According to JASIUK, he wore a. 

Polish Army uniform on this trip and tho Captain had. in his possession 
papers which showed that he, JASIUK, was a liaison officer in the Polish 
Army# These papers were signed by BALANDOWICZ and showed that ho was a 
Polish Officer in order that he could accompany tho cap-tain and make tho 
, trip. 

' It is noted that tho name of tho officer who JASIUK alleges 
signed this paper differs from tho names of tho officers who signed 
documents- reflecting JASIUK was a lieutenant in the Polish Army, which are* 
contained in' subject’s consular dossier# . - • 
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.iliosQ documonts, writton in English, Polish, and Fronoh, all 
•reveal documentation that subject ms a Lieutenant in the Polish Army. 
Ihe English and French- documents, dated at T/incer 20-11-45, was signed 
by Captain JAKINIESSICZ, whilo tho French document livaa signed at 
Bavensburg, January 3# 1946, by D. BOLESLAV TCMASZEIVSKI* 

JASIUK also ralated that ho recalls only one other txlp made 
under similar circumstances and that ho was accompanied on this trip to 
Pazd -3 by Dr, NIKOLAS SCHTSCHORS. According to JASIUK, ho made this 
trip in civilian clothes, but ■mould carry papers reflecting that ho was 
a Polish Officer. According •bo JASIOK, this paper was also signed by 
Captain . BALANDO'.TrCZ .

It is to. be ncted "that information contained in tho report of 
Confidential Informant T-1, datod September 19, 1950, concerning tho • 
informanti sets for'th information that JASIUK did travel 'to Paris from 
February 2, 1946. to April 30, 1946, on an official mission with one 
Dr. NIKOLAS SC2iTSCH0RS. JASIUK stated that he 'recalled the name. . 
Cap'bain OAKIHIKTICZ vdioso signa'ture appears on a document con'bained in 
tiie report of Confidon'bial Informant T-1 dated September 19, 1950, which i 
reflects that JASIUK yfas released from mili'bary service, but ho's'tated 
that the names of the' o'fcher officers appearing on documents are not 
familiar to him. 

RESULTS OF OTHER INFESTTGAgON BY 1HI5 OFFICE; 



On 4-14-51, Confidential Informant T-3, of unkno-mn reliability, « 
• ad'vi-sod. 'that ho' has known -the subject for approximately 25 years and that 
during 1943 .and 1944, subject served as a mayor of Stolpeo, Poland, and 
"that imfaediatoly after -tho war, subject used ■the alias SDTfAI© JASINSKI. 

T-1 also s^tatod that almost all of ■the officers of the Byelorussian 
Administration .used aliases at one time or ano^thcr while residing in ■the 
' different allied zones of Europe immediately after tho end of ?/drld ^ar II, 
T-3 explained -bhat -bhoy all feared being depor^bed to ■the sections of ■the' 
cpuntiy ih which they were at one time considered officials under tho 
Gormans. T-1 also s^batod ■that from letters ho has received from Poland, 
ho has leainaed ■that subject’s brother, (first name unkno^wn) was captured., 
and ■jairhed o^\rer 'bo -the Russians and •was immediately, hung in front of his 
■wife and children.^ T-^1 stated that ho, was unaware of ■the reason for 
execution.- of subject’s brother. 

, T-3. also ad^visod 'that subject,^ at •bho present time, is an / 
official (equivalant to . our Secretary of S'ta'bo) of "the Byelorussian- 
Central Adininistr-atiqn which is presently operating in ■the United States. 
T-3 sta-fcod that tho I^osident of this organization is one R. 0STR0!l?3Ky, 
presently residing in Argen'tina, but who dxpocts to ontar tho United S-tates 
in tho near future. Bio ■vice-president of this organization is one GEORGE 
S0B0LE?/SEIj aka George Sokolov/ski. Ano^bher vice-president is one Dr. 
HIKOLOJ SC20S. " ■ ' ' ‘ ■ 
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According to Confidontial Informant T-.3j th© ©ntire 
organization and planning of that organization is performed by the 
subject. T-3 also stated that the organization is very •weak and except 
for. a monthly assessment on their members, they have no other funds. 

’!Ihe abovementioned monthly assessments consist of one day's pay out of 
oa^ month's work collected from each member. In return for this • 
assessment, members receive a copy of "Byelo Russian" a "White Russian 
paper printed in the Russian language which at one time was published in 
•the United States zone of Gennany. Ihe assessment is also used to aid 
their members, who are sick or out of work, although T-3 n'ever hoard of 
anyone ever recoi^ving those benefits. According to T-3, the .main 
purpose of this organization is to evidently establish an independent 
coun^bry of Byelo Russia and it is' their opinion that a v/ar be'fcween 
Russia .and- the United. S-bates is inevitable. After that war, in •vvhich 
■ttie United States is to be victorious, -they hope to as-tablish 'their 
country wi-th the financial aid of the United States. 

. •Coi^iden'tial Informant T-4# of known reliability, on 3-19-51 
advised I that .he first met -the subject in 1945 -when ho was in'bernod in a 
•Displaced Persons Camp in Ravensburg. T-4 s-bated that at ■the time 
subject -was President of the Polish Committee of Displaced Porsons in 
Ravensburg. "^ile at •this Camp, T-4 stated he heard ■that between 1942 
and -1944 subject acted as mayor of Stolpee during Nazi regime. • After 
■the defeat of the' Germans, T-4 stated he heard "that the subject entered 
thq - French zone of Gemany and passed himself, off as a Polish citizen 
and that when 'the subject entered -the American zone he pretended -to be 
.a whi -be. Russian. T-4 stated •that he acquired the above information from 
people- udio were also in the Displaced Persons Camp at Ravensburg. T-4 
was. unable to identify these individuals. 
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According -to T-4* subject, after entering the American, zone, 
occasionally made -trips back to -the French zona. T-4 also advised -that ho 
■was unaware of any p-thor name used by the- subject except that ho was 
of -ben called •^ike". T-4 then noticed the similarity be-bv/een the phonetic 

pronunciation of 'MIKE and MAJ - in ■the Polish language. 



T-4 fur-bher s-tatod that he had hoard at one time that -toe 
■ subject was in the Polish Army and. that he heard -this from one ALEX 
SZUDZlEJKOj 3 close fr.,end of -the subjects who presently resides on Main 
Street in Garfield, N.J. T-4 ‘V'-fas unable to say whether subject ever 
reported any Polish persons .to the Gormans during the occupation. 

On 2-16-51, Confidential Informant T-5, of known reliab^ity, . 
..ad-vised that on the previous day one DORIS DELEKTA, 44 Passaic Street, 
Garfield, N.J., advised him ■that she was contemplating marriage to the 
^subject but. •that she understood that he had been pre-viously married in 
Poland, She said -that she had been unable to persuade 'JASUIK to write 
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to the Polish Govornmont to'o^s'laih elibstantiation of his tvife's divorce 
, frdm him in Poland .during lirofj-d TThl* 11. T-5 was of the opinion that the 

subject T/as unable' to obtain such a docuinont.in view of the fact that 
T-5 hoard the subject vias considered a "'Jar Criminal" by the Coimnunist 
rogime presently in power in Poland becauso of his collaboration with 
the Nazis 'in World War II. T-5 stated that he hoard this latter 
statement from Confidential Informant T-4. T-5 also stated that he has 

spoken with the subject on several occasions and that at one time 
subject told him he was a Captain in the Polish Army during World War H. 
T-5 also .stated that the subject has attempted to effect the entrance of 
a number, of displaced persons from the European continent uidor'the 
Displaced Persons Act of 1948. 1V5 stated that tfeeso persons arc the
